Paris, July 3, 1868. 

Tue French government is engaged in a most 
commendable work, and this work it is pushing 
forward with energy. It is printing all documentary 
evidence of its history. When one considers there 
is built no such thing as a fireproof house, one can- 
not repress a shudder as he reflects upon the in- 
valuable mass of intellectual treasures whose pos- 
session we hold by the frailest tenure. A for- 
gotten match, the possession for a day by a mob 
of London or Paris (you saw, during the iate war 
in America, how indifferent even educated officers 
could be to the wholesale destruction of histori- 
eal records) would annihilate historical wealth 
which could never be replaced. There is only one 
way by which these caskets may be saved, and this 
is by printing them. The French government is 
securing them from destruction, and at the same 
time throwing light upon them. It is impossible 
to print all the historical documents in a nation’s 
possession ; but it is not impossible to inform stu- 
dents of the existence of documents half buried 
under archives’ dust. One of the most interesting 
of these publications is that of all the seals in the 
French archives, and the general summary inven- 
tory of all the archives. It is prosecuted with so 
much zeal it is hoped the publication will be com- 
pleted next year. The catalogue of the Imperial 
Library is also actively pressed forward. 

M. Alex. Dumas has dramatized his novel, which 
appeared under two names, first “‘ Ainsi Soit-il,” and 
afterwards “‘ Mme. DeChamblay.’’ Messrs. Peterson, 
of your city, have published a translation of it, I 
believe, under the latter style. He wrote the piece 
in five days, an act each day; as he had the novel 
open before him, he had little more to do than copy 
the dialogue. The actors got ready their parts in a 
fortnight. There were only ten rehearsals, at each 
of which M. Dumas was present. He carried with 
him a cane made of his novel “ The Three Guards- 
men,’ which some provincial admirer recently sent 
to him. The novel is rolled tightly, dried, and 
hardened. . . . M. Chas. Boissitre asked per- 
mission of the Minister of Public Instruction to 
deliver a lecture on M. Victor Hugo’s “ Ruy Blas ;” 
it was refused. He then asked permission to de- 
liver twelve lectures on contemporary dramatic 
literature. He waited for two months, and then he 
received permission to deliver those lectures upon 
condition he should touch none of Victor Hugo’s 
pieces! . . . M. Laurent Pichat is so unwell that 
he has been transferred from prison to a private 
hospital. You may remember he is in jail for an 
article published in a newspaper. . . . It is said 
Mme. (ieorge Sand contemplates publishing a 
weekly paper, to be called “‘ Le Frane Parleur ;” M. 
Alphonse Karr thinks of reviving “ Les Guepes ;” 
and M. Victor Hugo wishes to establish an hebdo- 
madal paper to be called “Le Sinai.” . . . The 
catalogue of a collection of autographs about to be 
sold mentions, among other curious pieces, a letter 
from Geoffroy St. Hilaire, in which he describes 
Napoleon’s departure from Egypt, and tells how he 
received his mistress’s farewell. She was a Mme. 
Torry, and was disguised in the costume of an 
hussar. Also a letter from M. Victor Hugo, in 
which he gives a list of “ people of every station of 
life who have done or do me the honor to use my 
name.” He mentions seven people named Hugot, 
who dropped their final letter and pretended they 
were his relations ; and two people, an actor and a 
match-seller, who assumed the pseudonym Victor 
Hugo. The letter is dated March, 1842. . . . The 
French Supreme Court has decided that the editor 
of a periodical has no right to obliterate or to cor- 
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| rect an article destined to appear with the author’s 
| signature unless the latter gives his consent... . 
M. Jules Janin has placed a slab of black marble 
on his cottage at Passy where Ponsard spent the 
last six months of his life. The slab bears this in- 
scription: “Here died Ponsard in 1867.” . 
It is reported that Messrs. d’'Haussonville and de 
Pontmartin stand the best chances to be elected 
members of the French Academy.

Mr. Wituiam Brotrueruead, librarian, of this city, 
will sail in the Caledonia, on Saturday next, for 
Europe, with the object of purchasing books for a 
library which is shortly to be opened in the city of 
New York, As the proprietor of the most exten- 
sive and choice circulating library in the United 
States, his experience and judgment will be in- 
valuable in the selection of the material needed for 
the new institution. We have little doubt that his 


energy will be rewarded with abundant success. 
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A new edition of Lowell’s “ Biglow Papers” has 
appeared in London, with illustrations by George 
Cruikshank. It was in England that the proper 
recognition of the merits of these illustrations of the 
Yankee dialect and of Yankee humor was first made. 


Tue cheap editions of popular novels published 
by George Routledge & Sons are having a wide cir- 
culation. They include the novels of Bulwer, Mar- 
| ryat, Ainsworth, Dumas, and Grant, all except those 
| of the last selling at fifty cents each. Grant’s novels 
are eighty cents each. 


Important Pusiic Satz.—Frederik Muller, of 
Amsterdam, will put on public sale, on November 
| 3d and the following days, a large and valuable col- 

lection of ancient Hebrew and Judaic books, manu- 
scripts, engravings, portraits, etc. They have been 
gathered from the libraries of Giuseppe Almanzi of 
Padua, Rabbi Jacob Emden of Altona, and Rabbi 
M. J. Lewenstein in Paramaribo, and of others. 
Some conception of the size of the collection may be 
afforded by the fact that the catalogue consists of 380 
pages. The titles of the manuscripts alone occupy 
nearly 25 pages. It is a collection no less rich 
than extensive. Many of the works are not in the 
Oxford Library, and about two hundred of them 
are, it is said, not in the British Museum. 


Amone recent French publications worth owning 
are a reprint and a translation; the former the 
select works of Massillon, of which the first volume 
appeared in the first half of this year. It contains 
the “Advent,” preached in the Royal Chapel at 
Versailles, 1699, and the “ Grand Caréme,” 1701- 
4. They are models not only of pulpit eloquence, 
but of ministerial independence and fidelity. They 
fairly stunned the courtiers of the “grand mon- 
arch,” whose decline had then begun, and even 
roused him for a moment to a sense of responsi- 
bility to his Creator, and, as he confessed, of his 
own unworthiness. The translation is of Pasquale 
Fiore’s “ New Public International Law according 
to the Needs of Modern Civilization (Nouveau Droit 
international public suivant les besoins de la civilisa- 
tion moderne). The author is professor of inter- 
national law at the University of Pisa, and the honor 
of being rendered into French is all the greater be- 
cause it seldom befalls the Italian. Monsieur P. 
Pradier Todéré, an advocate and professor of publie 
law at the Arminian College of Paris, who has 
already translated Grotius and Vattel, with anno- 
tations, performs the same service for Fiore, pretix- 
ing to the work an historical introduction, and fol- 
lowing it with an analytical and alphabetical index 
(8vo. Paris: Auguste Durant et Pedone Lauriel). 
The translator says of the book that “it is not a 
didactic work, in which the rules and principles of 
the science of international law are dogmatically 
and methodically formulated, but it is a tableau of 
all the questions of the law of nations, considered 
from the point of view of modern progress, and 
judged by the author with rare independence,”’ 
We learn also that M. Maurice Sand’s ridiculous 
“Miss Mary’’ is to delude French young men yet 
unborn. It has been put into book form by Michel 
Lévy Frtres. The same firm publish a translation 
of a work of Dickens’s that we do not remember to 
have heard of—“ L’Abime,”’ a five-act drama. A 
work for Professor Child to watch for is this one, 
published by E. Maillet, “ Le livre des cent ballades, 
contenant des conseils 4 un chevalier pour aimer 
loyalement et les réponses aux ballades, publié 
d’aprés trois manuscrits de la Bibliothéque impé- 
riale, et de la Bibliothéque de Bourgogne de Bra- 
xelles, avec une introduction, des notes historiques 
et un glossaire; par le Marquis de Quaux de Saint- 
Hilaire.” —Nation. 
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Tue “Gentleman’s Magazine,’’ oldest of all the 
existing British periodicals (it was established in 
1731, by E. Cave), appears to flourish under its re- 
cent reconstruction with a reduction in the price 
from half a crown to one shilling per number. Its 
obituary memoirs continue to be a leading feature. 

“Tue Broapway” (G. Routledge & Sons, London 
and New York) appears, with many improvements, 
raised from a sixpenny to a shilling magazine. 
Among the more striking articles in the September 
number (first of the new series), are serial tales 
by Henry Kingsley and Miss Annie Thomas (Mrs. 
Pender Canlip), with prose by James Hannay and 
Newman Hall; poetry by Barry Cornwall and 
Frederick Locker; and a characteristic rhapsody 
by Walt Whitman. There is an excellent and ac- 
curate biography of Lord Napier of Magdala, com- 
posed chiefly from facts supplied by himself. 
Several engravings are given from original draw- 
ings by the late G. H. Thomas, Harrison Weir, and 
M. E. Edwards. 

“Mapame Avretia” is the title of a serial story 
commenced in “Blackwood’s Magazine’’ for Se 
tember. 

Dr. Henry Buanc, one of the Abyssinian captives, 
has published a narrative of the Captivity, more 
particularly during its last nine months, with an 
account of the Emperor Theodore, his country and 
people. Dr. Blane encourages the idea that, when 
Theodore surrendered the prisoners, he believed the 
war was ended, and that the subsequent attack 
upon Magdala, by the British army, was wholly 
unexpected by him. 

Tue Rev. F. D. Maurice, well known for the 
breadth of his politico-theological opinions, and 
the ability with which he has asserted and defended 
them, has just published a volume of Lectures on 
Casuistry, which he delivered at Cambridge. It is 
entitled “ The Conscience.”’ 

Mr. W. Hepworts Dixon, editor of “The Athe- 
neum,” has just issued a couple of penny tracts 
on the coming parliamentary election in England, 
viz: 1. ‘Our Representative System ;” and 2. 
“Free Voting.”

in July, 1830. This, of course, would bea continua- 
tion of his previous histories of the French Revolu- 
tion and of the Consulate and the Empire. The 
first volume of the former was published in 1823, 
and the tenth, completing the work, in 1832, the 
year in which he first became a cabinet minister, 
holding the portfolio of the interior. The first 
volume of the “ History of the Consulate and the 
Empire” appeared in 1845, and the last (the twen- 
tieth) in 1862. It is considered probable that 
Thiers will not be content with closing his literary

Ix the Bodleian Library, in Oxford University, 
'two new manuscripts of “Piers Plowman” have 
|recently been discovered. They are in the Raw- 
linson manuscripts. In the first the prologue is 
headed by the word Prologus, and the whole of the 
earliest version is given, with the missing conclu- 
sion, consisting of one hundred lines, of which eighty- 
two have been hitherto unknown. It is a fair 
copy, on vellum, of the first half of the fifteenth 
'sentury. The second newly-discovered manuscript 
is an imperfect copy, but the missing leaves are 
known to exist, in the Lansdowne manuscripts, 
bound up with other things. Piers Plowman’s 
celebrated “Vision,” consisting of nearly fifteen 
thousand lines, is believed to have been written 
| about the year 1362, and the authorship is attributed 
to one Robert or William Langland, supposed to 
| have been a monk in the west of England. The 
verses are abundantly alliterative, after the fashion 
|of much English verse previous to the appearance 
of Geoffrey Chaucer as a poet. By the way, there 
is a manuscript of Chaucer’s “ Canterbury Tales,” 
which the “ Athenzum’’ declares to be among the 
|heirlooms of Chipstead Place, Seven Oaks, near 
| London, the mansion inhabited by Sir Morton Peto, 
| which, on being lately examined, was found to be 
|the Haistwell manuscript used by Tyrwhitt, one 
| of the poet’s modern editors, of which traces had 
been lost by Chaucer students. Mr. Perkins, 
| father of the present owner of Chipstead Place, is 
| believed to have bought this manuscript at the 
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sale of Mr. Halstead’s library after his death. 
is not a very early, though a fair, copy. 

Mr. Reape has published a long article in “‘ Once 
a Week,” in which he denies that the main inci- 
dents and principal characters of “ Foul Play’’ 
were taken from a French drama, as charged against 
it in a London periodical, and threatening his critic 
with an action at law for being too outspoken. 

Tue name of George Cruikshank having appeared | 
in the list of bankrupts in the “ London Gazette,”’ | 
the veteran artist has published a card to the effect 
that the person in question is not himself, but his 
grandnephew—-that is, grandson of Robert Isaac 
Cruikshank, the great artist’s elder but less able 
brother. The young man, having saved a thousand 
dollars, put it into “ Toby,” a comic weekly paper, 
intended to rival ‘‘ Punch,” aud not only lost that 
money, but also got into debt. 


Tue second volume of Cav. De Rossi’s “Roma 
Sotterranea Cristiana” has lately been published by 
the ‘“‘Cromolitografia Pontifica’’ at Rome. It is 
accompanied by a chart of the latest explorations, 
representing in different colors the several divisions 
of the catacombs, and thus enabling the reader to 
follow the author through the subterranean maze 
with comparative ease. The present volume (like 
the first, which appeared in 1864) is devoted to the 
exploration and rehabilitation (if such a term can 
be applied toa tomb) of the famous cemetery of 
St. Calixtus. The author aims to prove by monu- 
mental evidence that primitive Christianity was 
not wholly confined to the poor and plebeian classes, 
but that it had its representatives among the 
wealthy and aristocratic families of ancient Rome, 
and particularly in the celebrated “Gens Pompo- 
nia.” Many things which in the first volume were 
thrown out as simple conjectures are here verified 
by inscriptions. On the whole, this work is the 
most clear, full, and scientific account of the cata- 
combs that has ever been published.— Nation. 

Tuat witty writer, of almost unprecedented fer- 
tility in prose and poetry, August Heinrich Hoff- 
mann von Fallersleben, has concluded, with the 
sixth volume, the recollections of his “Life” — 
a work of unusual interest to the student of our 
times. The author is in his seventy-first year. 
His work is published in Hanover. 

Or two comprehensive geographico-statistical 
works by the Prussian Minister of War, Altrecht 
von Roon, one—“ Anfangsgriinde der Erd-, Vélker- 
und Staatenkunde”—has, within thirty-four years, 
reached its twelfth edition. The first edition ap- 
peared in 1834. The merits of the author in this 
field, and as a writer on military science, are gene- 
rally regarded as being of a high order. German 
political newspapers quote from this, his latest 
publication, various passages on the political con- 
dition of the principal states of Europe—utterances 
to which the position of the writer, and his partici- 
pation in the late great events in Central Europe, 
lend a particular interest. 

G. F. Kors, the author of the “Handbuch der 
vergleichenden Statistik,” etc., which we noticed 
lately, has issued, at Leipzig, the first number of a 
universal history of civilization, entitled, “Cultur- 
geschichte der Menschheit,” etc. The work is to 
consist of two volumes of moderate size, the one 
embracing an “Introduction” and “ Antiquity,” 
and the other “Middle Ages” and “ Modern Times.” 
It is a book of no mean pretensions, being planned 
to become a kind of philosophical history of man- 
kind in its various developments, physical, intel- 
lectual, moral, and political. The little that is 
before us allows of no decided judgment concern- 
ing its merits. 
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A Po.tsH translation of Gounod’s “ Faust” has 
been produced at the opera house, Warsaw. Offen- 
bach has composed aud completed the music of a 
new opera, entitled “ La Périchole,” in which Malle, 
Schneider and M. Dupuis will have the leading 
parts. Balzac’s novel, “La Cousine Bette,” has 
been dramatized, and is to be played in a Parisian 
theatre. It is expected that Frederic Lemaitre 


| will take a principal character in it. 


Tue Poetical Works of William Blake, the spi- 
ritualist painter, of which no copy is in the British 
Museum, has been republished in London, from the 
original edition of 1783, with a preface by R. H. 
Shepherd. » The book contains fragments of Blake’s 
historical drama, “King Edward the Third,” to- 
gether with some prose fragments, in addition to 
the lyrical pieces, many, but not all, of which are 


| already known. 


Tue third volume of the new series of the “ Wel- 
lington Dispatches” (the Civil and Political Cor- 
respondence), edited by the present Duke of 
Wellington, contains diplomatic papers on Russia, 
Turkey, and Greece; the Duke’s review of the in- 
vasion of Russia by Napoleon in 1812, and his 
Special Mission to St. Petersburg in 1826, with 
much information on the Eastern Question. 

Ir is stated that Monsieur l’Abbé Sire has a pro- 
ject to present Pope Pius IX. with an illuminated 
version, in every known language and dialect, of 
the Bull “Ineffabilis” by which the immaculate 
conception of the Virgin Mary was defined. 

Eyre & Sporriswoopr, the New York branch of 
the London publishing house of that name, have 
retired from business in the former city, after a 
successful career of more than twenty years; and 
have transferred their concerns—including the ex- 
clusive sale of their Bibles and Prayer Books in the 
United States—to Messrs. Pott & Amery, who are 
also the agents of the New York Bible and Common 
Prayer Book Society. While the trade in this 
country will regret the withdrawal from their ranks 
of Messrs. Eyre & Spottiswoode, they may be con- 
gratulated in having to deal with the experienced 
firm of Pott & Amery as their successors.

The compilerof this volume has prepared it chiefly 
for the benefit of opium-eaters, and he urgently 
commends it to their use. The number of opium- 
eaters in this country he estimates at not less than 
eighty to a hundred thousand. The first article 
it contains is a narrative of a successful attempt 
to abandon opium; then we have such parts of De 
Quincey’s “ Confessions” and of his other writings 
as embody his experience with the drug, followed 
by reminiscences of Coleridge, and a narrative of 
the affecting case of William Blair, from the “ Knick- 
erbocker” of 1842. Other papers of a striking and 
graphic character succeed, and the volume con- 
cludes with a letter of Fitz Hugh Ludlow, in which 
he sketches his ideal of an institution for opium- 
cure.
